Smashing the Front Door WUU a Big 

Crowbar, After the Flant Had Been 
Seiaed By HU Opponent*. 

The struggle for the possession of 
United Ireland, at Dublin, assumed a 
new phase Thursday morning, and 
again Mr. Parnell is in possession of the 
offices of the company. When the oppo- 
nents of Mr. Parnell, who succeeded 
Wednesday night in forcing an entrance 
to the office and in destroying all the 
leaders that had been prepared by Mr. 
Leary, who was appointed Wed- 
nesday to succeed Mr. Bodkin, 
who was acting editor during tho 
absence of Mr. Wm. O'Brien, took their 
deparlure they left a guard in posses- 
sion with orders to resist any attempt 
of Mr. Parnell or his friends to enter 
the building. Thursday morning Mr. 
Parnell proceeded to the office, and 
with the assistance of a crowd of his 
supporters he forced open the doors 
and took possession. The police wit- 
nessed the affair, hut did not 
interfere in any way. After he 
had succeeded in recapturing the 
office Mr. Parnell went to a window and 
addressed the crowd outside. To guard 
against any further attempt on the part 
of Mr. Parnell’s opponents to recaptuie 
the office, no one was allowed to enter, 
and the doors and windows were closely 
bolted and barred. Mr. Parnell was ac- 
companied by the staff of editors he 
appointed Wednesday, and when the 
office was secured against intruders all 1 
conversation with outsiders was carried 
on through a keyhole. When Mr. Par- \ 
nell made the assault upon the office, he 
nimself was armed with a crowbar, 
which he used in forcing the front door. j 
In the afternoon Mr. Parnell started for ! 
Cork. A large crowd was at the King's 
bridge depot, and when he made his ap- 
pearance to take the train he was loud- ; 
ly cheered. 

A TERRIBLE TRAGEDY, 

Be- ultlng From a Father Preventing 111* 
M«rrU(e. 

Charles Joplin shot and killed five pier- 
sons Thursday at the Jenny LindMine, 
twelve miles from Fort Smith. Ark., 
and then committed suicide by shooting 
himself. Those he killed were John 
Miller, his wife, his grown daughter, 
Lou Miller, Dr. Stewart, a prominent 
physician, and a man whose name is not 
known. Tho shooting occurred late in tho \ 
day. Joplin has been at work at Jenny 
Lind, where be fell in love with Miss 1 
Miller, whom he murdered. He was in 
the city Thursday with the girl for tho 
purpose of marrying her, but her father 
followed and prevented the ceremony, 
taking his daughter homo with him. 
Joplin followed them out later, and 
thinking Dr. Stewart had something to 
do with breaking up tho match, killed 
him. The old man be killed in tho 
prairie first turned out to be A L. Dull, 
of Hutchinson, Kas. lie told a young 
man while riding with him that he 
was sorry he killed the old man, but 
that he ought to have got off tho pony 
quicker. 

Fast Rut. 

The Vanderbilt party who passed 
through Buffalo, N. Y.. Wednesday 
morning on the North Shore limited, en 
route for Chicago, broke the record for 
speed of all previous fast runs on the 
Michigan Central. The special left 
Clifton, Ont., at 5 p. m. The ride to De- 
troit is 227 miles, and this distance was 
covered in four hours and fifty-six min- 
utes Deducting fifty-six minutes for 
stoppages, the actual running time was 
four hours. At different times along 
the route the recorder registered a 
speed of from fifty-six to seventy-three 
miles an hour, and the average for tho 
whole distance was 57.21 miles per hour.

WEIRD AND WOEFUL. 

Ghastly Scene Upon a Ship in a Black Sea 
Storm. 

j There has reached Philadelphia, 
through a private channel, the thrilling 
story of the loss of the British steam- 
ship Westbourne in the Black Sox Of 
the vessel’s crew x>f twenty-five, four 
are all that survive the ill-starred voy- 
age, and these are miserable wrecks of 
humanity, lying prostrated by suffering 
in an Odessa hospital under 
the care of tho British Consul. Tho 
Mestbourne, an ordinary tramp steam- 
ship. left Theodosia, southeast of Cri- 
mea, November 24, laden with linseed, 
hound to Dunkirk, and thence to Phila- 
delphia, with a general cargo. On the 
evor.ing of her departure a gale peculiar 
to the Black Sea alone arose. Tho 
weather grew so intensely cold that 
tho men were frozen to death in a life- 
like posture at the wheel, or wher- 
ever their duty called them. Every 
sea that swept over the vessel froze to 
her making her sluggish and so heavy 
that she refused to ride the waves, and 
became unmanageabla When the water 
gained entrance to the hold tho cargo 
began to swell, and hurst open the decks 
fore and aft as though powder had ex- 
ploded in her interior. About midnight, • 
although only a few hours out of port, 
the vessel began to go down. Already 
the corpses of a number of the seamen 
were visible about the deck, standing up 
against the hand-rails just as erect as 
! though in full vigor — they were frozen j 
as hard as iron. With all the crew that 
still held fast to their lives Captain ' 
Bennington put out in a small boat and ! 
headed her back to Theodosia, distant 
then some fifty miles. During the 
early morning the men died off one by 
one, until on reaching Theodosia, tho 
following night, the number was 
reduced to eight. Subsequently 
four moro died while undergoing med- 
ical treatment, leaving hut four sur- ! 
vivorx Captain Bennington, the com- I 
mandcr of the Westborne, is well known I 
to Philadelphia shipping men. He is j 
completely prostrated by his sufferings 
in the open boat and by the death of j 
his brother, tho ship's chief officer, ! 
who perished of the awful cold beforo i 
his eyes. 

STRUCK A SNAG. 

Steamer Clly ofTtmtou Rouge ^nnk at Her- 
mitage lantliug— Passengers Drowned 

and Cargo Rost. 

The big Anchor Liner City of Baton 
Rouge, plying between New Orleans 1 
and SL Louis, was wrecked at Hermi- 
tage, Lx. Friday, at 3 o’clock. Tho 
steamer had a full load of freight and 
passengers, anil was on her way down ! 
the river. While attempting to m^ke a 
landing, which is on the west bank of the 
river, three miles above Port Hudson, 
the steamer struck a snag and was a to- 
tal wreck. Tho hull broke in two, and 
the cabin and hurricane roof float- 
ed off anil sank. In fifteen minutes aft- 
er the steamer struck the last trace of 
her had disappeared. Two deck passen- 
gers and six or eight way passengers 
were lost, but as yet it is impossible to 
obtain particulars or the names of tho 
lost. There is now about seventy feet 
of water at Hermitage Landing, 
and the snag which wrecked the 
Baton Rouge is the old Pecan tree 
or stub that caused the Paris C. Brown 
disaster in 1889. The crew of tho 
wrecked steamer and those of her pas- 
sengers who were saved are now at 
Hermitage awaiting the arrival of the 
Oliver Beirne. Tho City of Baton 
Rouge was heavily laden with western 
produce from SL Louis, and some few 
small lots of cotton picked up on her 
way down. She was one of the finest 
sidewhecl steamers on the Mississippi, 
worth $150,000. She was built by How- 
ard, of Jeffersonville, Indiana, in 18SL 
Captain Frizevant, of Shreveport, La., 
wxs among the passengers saved. He is of 
the opinion that there is a possibility 
that the six or eight way cabin passen- 
gers who are missing may have escaped, 
but there is no doubt about the loss of 
the two deck passengers, and ho fears 
that the six or eight cabin passengers 
who had boarded the steamer at land- 
ings between there and SL Louis, and 
who were on the way to New Orleans, 
are also losL 

IN A TIGHT PLACE, 

An<i an Effort Will Be Made by Import- 
ers and Bankers to Hare tbe Bonded 

Feriod Extended. 

Before the McKinley tariff act went 
into effect Chicago importers bought 
heavily — some of them to the full ex- 
tent of their ability to pay under tho 
then existing monetary conditionx 
Since then these conditions have ma- 
terially changed, anil money has become 
exceedingly tighL Many who expected 
to he able to easily borrow the 
money to take their goods out of 
the bonded warehouses on February 1, 
as required by law, now find that 
it will he very difficult to do so, and that 
it will requiro a vast amount of hust- 
ling in the aggregate to get together 
tho 830,000,000 necessary to he paid on 
that date. The Journal says that tho 
merchants and bankers of the country, 
in view of all the conditions, propose to 
ask Congress to extend the bonded pe- 
riod to October 1, 1891, and that peti- 
tions to this end ar^iow being circulat- 
ed and generally signed by import- 
ers and bankers in Chicago and else- 
where. 

Will Hot Bans a Man on Friday. 

In the Circuit Court at Pine Bluff, 
Ark., Friday, Judge Elliott created a 
decided sensatiox The case of Charles 
Seward, convicted of murder in the first 
degree, was before him on a motion for 
a new trial. Seward was a prominent 
farmer of Desha County and killed a 
neighbor over a year ago. Judge 
Elliott reviewed the case and thPn 
gave a decision overruling the motion 
for a new trial, sentencing the prisoner 
to be hanged on Thursday, January 
29. After passing sentence, he said 
that he saw from the apparent surprise 
of the people in the court room that an 
explanation was in order and then in a 
few words he stated that be never had 
and never would sentence a man to be 
executed on a Friday, because on that 
day Jesus Christ was crucified 
and he would not insult the mem- 
ory of the founder of Christianity by 
sentencing a murderer to be hanged on 
the day upon which the Son of God sac- 
rificed his life for humanity's sake.

Toon: Trees Need Doth Manure and 
■Mellow Cultivation. 

A common mistake in years past, 
which tho planters of orchards fell into, 
wxs ir. supposing that orchards did not 
requiro as much care and enriching as 
any other crop on tbo farm. Many sot 
out young trees and gave them little 
more sttontiox They erroneously sup- 
posed that in time these trees would 
bear abundantly of fine frulL and bring 
them in plenty of money. The trees 
were oxjiected to tako full care of them- 
selves. Tho result was that somo died 
the first year, a good many the second 
and in a few yoars but low remained. 
A neighbor set out a hundred fine peach 
trees. They wero transplanted into a 
clover meadow, and allowed such qhance 
as tho place afforded them. In two 
years only three remained. Success, 
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however. Is often better, hut without ! 
proper treatment the trees will make 
poor growth, and yield a small and poor 
fruit. 

In sontrast with theso was an orchard 
of a few apple trees in an adjoining 
State on a place of a few acres, tho own- 
er of which made it a rule to spread all 
the enriching material he had of any 
kind, the manure of the horse and cow, 
on tho orchard ground. No crop was 
raised beneath the treex and the ground 
was so rich and mellow that it could bo 
easily kicked loose with thefooL Those 
trees wero loaded with large and beau- 
tiful fruit (Fig. 1), while in other or- 
charis in tho neighborhood they were 
small and few. Another owner of a hun-

BLANKETING HORSES. 

A Humana Caatom That la Orowla* 
Rapid <jr# 

A revolution in popular sentiment In 
regard to the stable management of 
horseB has been effected within the last 
decade, and it is founded upon common 
sense and truth. Liko many other real 
reforms in methods, this came from the 
town or city, and is being rapidly adopt- 
ed by farmers throughout the country 
as they come to understand It properly. 
We refer to the use of the blanket 
Years ago a horse blanket was the ex- 
ception; now it is the rule. First came 
the blanket to throw over the animal 
after being driven, especially In cold 
weather. This was so obviously neces- 
sary, beneficial and humanitarian that 
the practice of protecting the horse 
when standing outdoors — with a heavy 
blanket In winter and a lighter one 
in milder weather — has become uni- 
versal. 

The use of blankets In the stable Is a 
later innovation, but appealing, as it 
does, to the common sense of the Intel- 
ligent horse-owner, It has been adopted 
very generally. Indeed, no owner who 
understands the matter can now be 
found without a complete outfit for in- 
doors as well as out. 

The idea that a stable can be kept 
warm enough, In this climate, for the 
oomplete comfort and health of the horse 
has been exploded by costly experlenoe. 
A stable mutt ho well ventilated, and 
with such ventilation the horse must be 
protected from ohill and exposure by 
extra clothing. Then again, a horse 
must be kept well groomed to be 
healthy, and the skin of a well groomed 
horse Is far more sensitive than that of 
a horse neglected and exposed to the 
vicissitudes of the weather. If the sta- 
ble is properly ventilated, and not kept 
too warm, and the horse is well groomed, 
K» mutt hate extra covering. A stable, 
as ordinarily constructed, may protect 
from wind, but not from cold. Like his 
master, when asleep the blood flows 
more slowly, and there must he extra 
clothing to keep him in health. A 
properly blanketed horse will need far 
loss food, so that the investment in 
blankets is a judicious one. financially, 
provided the health of the animal is 
not jeopardized. Hero is the gist of the 
whole matter. The chill from a damp, 
cold stable has caused the death of 
thousands Of valuable horses, and one 
good horse saved would pay for the 
blankets of a dozen horses during your 
life-time. You can make no better in- 
vestment of a little money than to put 
it into horse blankets.. — Ohio Farmer.

TILE-LAYING HINTS. 

Band Mast Bo Kept Oat or tho Draini 
nod Weak Points Looked After. 

Tiles are In general most economical 
to begin with and satisfactory in the 
long run. It costs less to dig a narrow 
. ditch for a two-inch tilo and pa; for the 
1 tile and lay it, than to dig and lay a 
| stone drain; and when done the chances 
: of durability are in favor of the tile. 
Some points must be observed carefully 
In laying them, however, says Massa- 
chusetts Ploughman. They must be 
laid with uniform downward grade; any 
deviation frem this rule makes stag- 
nant water in the tile, which will soon 
fill with sand or mud and cause a stop- 
page; carelessness in this particular 
causes most of the stoppages. In laying 
the tiles put them as closely at the 
joints as possible, and cover the joints 
with a piece of tin, or of oiled or tarred 
roofing paper. 

You need not fear that the water 
will not find its way in, you can not 
keep it out if you try; but you must try 
to filter out the sand and mud which , 
may enter with a rapid stream of sur- 
face water washing down through a 
muskrat's hole. If the bottom is sandy 
or soft mud, it Is ofteu necessary to lay 
strips ot boards under the tiles to pre- 
vent them from settling and getting 
out of grade, and also to wedge them 
sidewise with stones to hold them In 
tine; for like a chain, the usefulness of 
a drain is measured by its weakest 
point, and we must avoid weak points 
carefully. Whenever surface water 
must be taken Into the drains, and also 
whenever a long reach ot nearly level 
drains makes settling of mud and sand 
likely to occur, the catch basin must be 
Introduced. This is simply a man-hole 
or sand pump-hole dug a foot or more 
lower than the drain, and walled In 
with brick or with a large tile set up- 
right; t^ese catch-basins need examin- 
ing frequently to see that they do not 
fill up with sand and clog the tile

BROWN'S BIQ BARNS. 

A Trip Through the Geneeee Valley with 

a Camara. 

Thomas Brown, of Scottsville, N. Y., 
has one of the finest and most product- 
ive farms in Monroe County. Half of it 
Is on the Genesee Flats, at this point 
two miles in width, and the other half 
Is upland. Every thing that wealth 
and the architect oould do to make 
targe practical barns with an immense 
storage power has been done, and as a 
result Mr. Brown has the finest barns 
of their class in the Genesee valley. 
The farm is principally devoted to rais- 
ing hay and wheat and the buildings 
are designed chiefly for the storage of 
those orops. Fig. 1 shows the largest 
barn and perhaps the most interesting 
one owing to its peculiar construction. 
It is 100 feet long, 00 wide, with 28 foot 
posts, and. as the cut shows, a drive 
floor running the entire length with 
bays on either side. The roof, which 
by the way used up 88,000 shingles, is 
supported by an Ingenious system of 
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FIO, L ' HAT BARN, 






bracing known as the "horseshoe truss.” 
This peculiar truss is used iD all the 
barns and is so cheaply and convenient- 
ly constructed as to become a prominent 
feature in modern bam building, sup- 
planting in time purline posts and plates 
and tie girts with all their many incon- 
veniences. Light and airy as the truss 
appears to the common observer, emi- 
nent engineers, after a careful examina- 
tion, have pronounced it capable of car- 
rying with safety a railroad train of 
loaded cars. 

The capacity of the barn is something 
enormous, bolding, as It does, three 
hundred and fifty tons of hay in the 
bays and loft above the floor. The base- 
ment is divided into a number of com- 
partments designed for the care of cattle. 
One is fitted up with stalls for feeding 
forty-five steers, and each has a stall, 
manger and feeding rack to himself. 
Adjoining this room is the cow stable, 
having room for eight cows only, wnich 
are kept solely for the purpose of sup- 
plying the house with milk and butter. 

Directly under the drive floor in the 
middle of the basement, safe from tho 
action of the cold, is the large root cel- 
lar. Near this is the granary bolding 
three thousand three hundred bushels. 
The rest of the room is cut up into box- 
stalls for balls, calves and colts, and 
they are also used lor lying-in stalls for 
the cows. 

Fig. 2 shows the horse barn, ice-house, 
and Mr. Brown’s private office. The

o f fat pork, roasted sweet potatoes, 
boiled long-leaf collards, syrup, black 
coffee without sugar and corn bread.

Wliitewash for f owl llonsts. 

A first-class whitewash for the poultry 
bouse, and, in fact, for any place, is 
mado as follows: Put two pailfuls of 
boiling water into a tight barrel; dis- 
solve in hot water one peck of common 
salt; add one-half bushel of tho very 
best, well-burned, unslacked lime; 
quickly add the salt water and cover tbe 
barrel tightly to keep the steam in 
while tho limo slacks; when it is 
through slacking, stir until well mixed 
together, and, if necessary, add more 
boiling water, leaving the mass like 
thick cream; strain through a sieve or 
coarse cloth. Soak a pound of strong 
glue in cold water over night; cook 
three pounds of rice, without scorching, 
until thoroughly done as for thin starch, 
and to this add tbe glue; also add 
two pounds of whiting, and stir welL 
Add tbe entire mixturo to the lime- 
wash. and enough hot water to make 
tho compound a proper consistency, stir 
thoroughly and keep hot while apply- 
ing. Six quarts of tho mixturo will 
cover about one hundred square feet ol 
surface, and it very durable. It may 
bo colored _?r.y shade if so desired.—

horse barn is ninety by forty-five feet 
with twentjf-foot posts, and for a large 
bam it is a model of its kind. The 
ground floor has single stalls for four- 
teen horses and six box-stalls besides. 
The carriage room is large and conven- 
ient, as are also the harness rooms. The 
frame-work below Is of oak and the en- 
tire ground floor is sided and ceiled 
with hard pine, finished in hard oil. 
Even the heavy timbers and huge beams 
that support the loft above are planed 
and oiled to corresponded th tbe pine 
ceiling. Tbe loft, though small in com- 
parison with the other barns, affords 
enough room to store away one hundred 
tons of hay. From the cupolas to the 
floor a ot ries of hollow boxes that can 
be lowered and raised as the hay is put 
in serve as two perfect air-shafts, in- 
suring tho thorough keeping of the hay. 

Fig. 8 shows “The Hill Barn” as it is 
called, from the fact that it is located

on a hill about half a mile from the 
other buildings. As will readily be seen, 
this differs somewhat from the other 
grain and hay barn, and, to my mind. 
Is really the most practical barn on the 
place. Its dimensions are as follows: 
Length one hundred and twenty-six 
feet, width fifty feet, with twenty-four- 
foot posts, and only one drive floor. 
Tbe structure stands on a fine 
wall ten and one-half feet high. 
Tbe barn-yard, while not exactly on the 
"Cornell” plan, is, I titink, equally 
good. In the center of the yard and di- 
rectly hack of tbe doors, big locust posts 
set five feet in tho ground and rising 
abovo it nearly to the top of tho wall, 
support an open frame-work on which 
tbe straw is stacked as it comes from 
the thresher. This straw-shed, covered 
barn-yard, or whatever ono chooses to 
call it, is sided with matched pine, and 
will last for years. On stormy days 
stock is turned into it to exereiso, or if 
tho basement should be crowded it 
would provido warm, comfortable quar- 
ters for at least two hundred sheep. All 
of the barns and basements have an 
abundant and over-constant supply of 
water provided by cisterns, and a 
very complete e-stem of water works. 

connecting with an- immense storage 
reservoir, holding enough water for a 
week’s supply, which is filled by a 
twelve-foot windmill from never-faiMng 
springs. The total cost of these three 
barns is somewhere in the neighbor- 
hood of $18,000 or $20,000— a consider- 
able sum to put in barns, you may say. 
Yes, and this season when 1 was there 
Mr. Brown was building another of tho 
same size as “The Hill Barn.” 

To tho “common farmer," these bams 
would he, of course, extravagant and 
unnecessary. But they are just what 
Mr. Brown needs. I presume that some 
of the readers have been wondering 
how on earth he is going to fill them. 
If so, they will wonder no longer when 
I say that his hay crop will foot up at 
least eight hundred tons, and he has, 
besides, two hundred acres of wheat 
that will yield thirty bushels per acre; 
sixty acres of beans and twenty-four 
acres of corn. The rest of the farm is 
devoted to pasture.— Edward F. Dibble, 
in Rural New Yorker.

A CONVERT TO SILAGE. 

t Farmer Who Filially Come* to Believe 
In It. 

For years, says a writer in the Breed- '' 
er's Gazette, I have fed and handled 
corn stalks for feeding and 1 never con- 
sidered tbe stover to be very good un- 
less fed early in the winter, as it gets 
so tough and dry that cattle do not rel- I 
lsh it. Corn grown for feed and not for 
the grain I used to oonsider very good 
if cut on the green side, wilted a day or 
two, then set up in shocks about six 
feet in diameter and the tops carefully 
tied so as to keep out ail the rain and 
snow. It will, if run through a feed 
cutter, be all eaten up and relished 
by cattle till about March. After that 
it begins to get too dry and tough. But 
I never saw fodder-corn able to be kept 
in a barn or even in very big shocks if 
saved in tho state I have been used to 
having It, becauso it would always heat 
and mold. 

From the past winter’s experience 
with corn silage I still believe that corn- 
fodder handled as I have mentioned is 
as good as silage till about March, but 
when the weather begins to get warm 
the stock want a food iiko roots, and the 
silo gives a food very much like them, 
and I then certainly prefer corn silage 
to dry fodder-corn. Toward spring the 
cattle would not eat the straw but ato 
grain, roots and silage. Those were 1 
mixed together all winter and weighed 
to each animal; also all the leavings. 

A few hoad left some silage for a day, 
others none; no cattle were fed silage | 
entirely, and neither had I any corn- 
fodder to feed, so I have no figures for 
comparison. 

I have fed the same silage every day 
with tho exception of parts of Juno and 
July, to cattle of five different pure 
breeds, numbering from twenty to 
thirty-five head, kept In the barn all 
summer and getting on an average over 
forty pounds (or two feeds) of silage a 
day, and at noon some kind of green 
food. Tho latter was on wet days re- 
placed by hay. and I am now — August 
23 — still feeding a like amount of silage 
with a feed of green corn at noon. I 
am positivo that with corn-stalks saved 
in any other way that I know of but the 
silo I could never have kept the cattle 
in the shape they are in. The little 
grass we have at this experiment sta- 
tion is not very good; some of the cattle 
turned out when it wa3 at its best, 
though for only a few weeks, lost in 
weight, while nearly all kept in have 
shown a gain every montn. 

Many look at tho silo with the idea 
that an animal must eat a certain 
amount of dry matter a day, to get 
which amount by silage they would 
have to eat an enormous and impossible 
quantity. Now all who have ever been 
to or come from the "tight little isle," 
well know wbat a lot of roots are fed 
there, and The Gazette, I remember, 
once published a feeding trial made by 
Professor Brown (Ontario Experiment 
Station) of a heavy grain ration versus 
roots alone, and tbe root-fed lot did best 
I do not wish to infer that it is best to 
feed a large amount of watery food, but 
it is certainly an advantage to feed a 
part succulent 1 also believe tnat it is 
not a good plan to feed too much silage, 
but as a part ration it is certainly a 
good and relished feed. There is an old 
saying that “A bushel of roots in the 
spring is worth two before Christmas," 
and 1 think tho same may bo said of 
silage. 

The two silos at this station were 
beth filled at the same Jmo with differ- 
ent little plots of corn; both were 
tramped by men and also by a horse; 
tho one was covered with straw only, 
tho other with plank and weighted with 
stone. The former had more waste, 
while the was to of the latter was all 
weighed and was considerably less than 
ten per cent, but I have no right to 
make publio the figures. If we had not 
been obligod to make a hole In the door 
there would have been even less. The 
silage was considered by many who had 
silos of their own to be tho best they 
had ever seen, but I saw better myself 
this winter, the corn having been cut 
riper and also more heavily weighted. 

CLEAN THE CHIMNEY. 

A Handy Contrivance to I px v e Around 
the Farm Home. 

Six-Inch cement pipe makes such 
such a cheap and serviceable chim- 
ney that it is coming into exten- 
sive use. The 6oot gathers in it 
so rapidly that it should be cleaned 
once a year at least For this purpose 
1 got a pole two feet longer than the flue 
anl two inches in diameter at the butt 
I slightly flattened two sides about 
eight inches up and bored a balf-inch 
hole through on the flat side seven 
Inches from the end. I then took a rip 
saw and cut out a slice nearly a half- 
inch thick from the end up to the hole. 



GROWING TOMATOES. 

Faints About Sowing and Planting— Grow- 
ing for Market. 

A point upon which writers and grow- 
ers oan not in all cases agree Is that 
touching the relation between early 
seed sowing and early seed ripening. 
In our gardening operations we have 
been of the opinion that it has been 
profitable for us to sow our seed 
early, and have strong, stocky plants 
for out-door setting. Last year con- 
firmed thi3 idea, as on our early 
plants we bad fair pickings of ripe fruit 
from Ford’s Early Advance by the first 
of August. 

The seed was sown under glass the 
latter part of March; the plants were 
taken from the seed-bed and pricked 
into boxes 2 inches deep and 20 inches 
square. They were planted about one 
inch apart each way, and could grow in 
them two or throe weeks. At this time 
they were again transplanted; as a rule 
we planted them in soil placed several 
inches deep on the greenhouse bench. 

Tho plants were now put 2}f inches 
apart each way, and would remain about 
three weeks, or until the first week in 
May, when thoy were transferred to the 
boxes illustrated herewith, which shows 
a tray of six compartments, each of 
which holds one plant. This tray now 
appears as it is after the plants have 
been planted In the field, one side-piece 
(b) being taken off, so that the earth 
about tbe roots is not disturbed in re- 
moval. The plants stay in here until 
tho woathor permits of out-door plant- 
ing. These trays are 2 feet in length 
by 4 inches in width and 3Jf in depth. 
Tho pioces at tbe ends and in the cen- 
ter are preferably of soft wood, like 
pine, M inch in thickness, for ease in 
drawing the nails which hold the mova- 



AN IMPROVED PIGGERY. 

It I» Convenient, Commodlona and 

Should Save Its Coet In a Few Yeare. 

The accompanying perspective view 
and floor-plan are of a piggery, de- 
signed with a special view to the con- 
venience of brood sows, hut equally 
useful for any other swine. It is thirty- 
two feet long. In height it is six feet 
in the clear at the eaves, rising to 
eleven feet at the peak. Directly over 
the center is a sort of cupola, eight 
feet square, resting upon four posts, 
six-by-six inches, and thirteen fee 
high. Large windows on every 
side furnish ample light and ventila- 
tion. On the floor under tho cupola is 
a hexagonal area, eight feet wide, in 
which are kept a feed-box and a 
hydrant. From this area direct access 
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leaving r.slot about a? wide as the di- 
ameter of tho hole, as shown in Fig. 
L Taking a couple of spiral bed 
springs, and putting them side by 
side (see Fig. 2), I slipped the taper 
ends up into the slot in the pole, and 
boring a quarter-inch bole about one 
inch from the end through both prongs 
of the pole, put in a bolt and had the 
machine all ready for use (Fig. 8). In- 
serting this into tbe flue, I work it down 
a ways and baok and next time go down 
a little further. By frequent turning 
and working, every particle of soot that 
adheres to tho flue must come off. The 
first trial I made was a revelation. 




Nearly two bushels of soot was taken 
out of tho pipe hole below. That flue 
gets cleaned twice a year now. This 
simple contrivance is great for cleaning 
round Duck The elasticity of the 
springs is such and they crowd against 
the sides so tightly that the accumula- 
tion of soon is bound to give way. — 
George C. Comstock, in Farm and Home.

ble side. The other dividing pieces 
need not be as thick unless desired, and 
are better if of hemlock, in order that 
the bottom and stationary side may be 
firmly held, as nails do notreadlly draw 
out of this latter wood. Tbe sides and 
bottoms are heavy enough if made of % 
or 3-16 stuff, and which it is economy to 
have sawed the desired length and 
width at the mill. Nearly all the gar- 
deners lu this section use such trans- 
planting boxes for the plants which 
they themselves plant out; some, 
though, use boxe3 similar in size and 
material to those forming the trays, but 
each box is separate, although there is 
no special advantage derived, while 
more space and lumber are required. 

When growing tomato plants for 
market we make uso of a box like that 
at c (which shows a box before the last 
side Is nailed on the ends), into which 
wo set IS plants and sell at wholesale 
at $1.50 per dozen boxes, the plants 
being put into them at the same time 
that the trays are filled. These boxes 
are easily and rapidly made by having 
the material cut so as to have only three 
pieces to put together. 

This is done by having the bottom 
and two sides in one piece, the wood 
preferred being elm; any tough wood 
will do 3s inch thick. The ends are of 
Jf-inch hemlocks cut 5% Inches long 
and 8% inches deep. The pieco for the 
bottom and sides is 7 inches in length, 
and the width includes 3)* Inches for 
each side and 5X inches for the bottom, 
a total width of 123 £ Inches. In making 
these boxes the ends are set np end- 
ways, and one side fastened to each end 
piece; tho ends are then laid upon their 
upperedge, and the bottom bent around 
tho corners of the ends and tightly 
nailed, after which the remaining side 
Is fastened. The corners of the sides 
and bottom split enough to admit of tbe 
necessary drainage. This makes a 
cheap and quickly-made box, the cost 
of tho material depending entirely upon 
tho local price of lumber and labor. — 
Country Gentleman. 

PRAIRIE ROADS. 

Nuggcitlons for Making ami for Keeping 
Them Up. 

J. M. Hollingsworth, Ridge Farm, 
111., writes Orange Judd Farmer: Keep 
all stock off the roads. We farmers do- 
nate a portion of our farms— on which 
we pay taxes, too — to the public fer 
highways — not for cow pastures and 
hog lots, but for travel. It is the height 
of absurdity to turn domestic animals 
out upon the highway. One great rea- 
son why this practice has become so 
prevalent is because only about half of 
the strip of land set apart for the high- 
way purposes is used for roads. Let us 
bo more careful in this direction. En- 
force the law on eight foot hedges, and 
allow no hedge-brush to remain at the 
sides of the road. Keep the weeds also 
mowed down clean. 

It is time we abandoned the practice 
of throwing up a high, narrow grade 
with a yawning chasm on each side to 
collect water, and as the yeara go by 
and a better road is determined upon, 
putting a foot ot gravel In a narrow 
strip right in tho middle of that In 
winter you oan hardly keep on top of It, 
and in summer you sincerely wish you 
could get somewhere else without up- 
setting. 

Tho gravel and the horses’ feet are 
continually wearing each other out and 
much of tbe time to no purpose. Farm- 
ers always will object to gravel roads in 
summer, and justly, too. A good, dry 
dirt track is by far the best for man and 
beast, saving much expense for shoeing 
and blacksmithing, saving tho horses, 
and immensely saving the gravel during 
a greater part of the year. 

Suppose wo have a fifty-foot soadway. 
Allowing six feet on each side between 
fence and gutter (three feet would do 
with wire or picket fencing), and four 
feet for gutter and slope, we have left 
thirty feet cf clear roadway. Make 
with an improved grading machine a 
slightly rounding grade, the middle 
about one foot above the gutters. Give 
full width. Tile each gutter three or 
four feet below- the surface; Bewer pipe 
is good for culverts if put down deep. 
Now lay out two fifteen-foot tracks side 
by side on the grade, and os fast as the 
township can stand It, gravel one of the 
tracks. Put all the gravel to one side 
of tho middle of the grade. You now 
have a highway with room for four wag- 
ons abreast, and upon which traveling 
at any time of year will be a pleasure. 
With the right kind of men in charge 
the cost of such roads wiU not exceed 
in tho next twenty-five years the entire 
cost of the miserable excuses on which 
we now traveL

corn diet, as is the practice throughout 
. the West — Farm and Home.

is obtained to every pen. The floor is 
divided by strong partitions, four feet 
high, into six pens of nearly equal size, 
all connecting by gates with tho central 
area. Each ono has a sleeping-place six 
feet square, divided off by a low parti- 
tion only high enough to hold the bed- 
ding. The dotted lines represent two- 
by-six inch pieces spiked to the floor. 
If tbeso are provided the occupants of 
the pens will keep their sleeping and 
feed-rooms duly clean. Tho troughs 
for feed adjoin the side next to tho 
central area. Over each trough is a 
hinged panel, which may bo swung in- 
ward to fill the trough, and then 
brought out again when all is ready. 
The hydrant connects with a water sup- 
ply which should have sufficient head 
to throw a stream through a hose to fill 
the feed-troughs and wash out the pens 
when desired. Each pen has an outer 
door opening into the yard, and a gate 
communicating with the central area. 
The latter furnish facilities for chang- 
ing pigs from ono pen to another with- 
out gates directly between the pens. 

No estimate of cost is given, for it 
must depend wholly upon the stylo of 
construction and the local prices for 
materials. It may be built very sub-

stantially upon stone foundation, with 
double boarding and building paper 
for the sides, shinglo roof and paint.

CLOD CRUSHER. 

A IIome-Mado Device That Does Excel- 
lent Work. 

The implement depicted herewith, 
after sketches by George O. Gridley, 
I1L, is very effective for thoroughly 
pulverizing fall plowing after the culti- 
vator, and for following the corn planter 
a few days after planting; nothing could 
leave the field In a more desirable con- 
iition. Tho implement is very simple 
In construction and can he made by any 
ana in a couple of hours; the cost need 
not exceed two dollars. Take two 
planks, two-by -eight Inches and sixteen 
feet long, cut each in two in the middle, 
which will give four pieces eight feet 
long. Then take two pieces of two-by- 
four-inch scantling a little more than 
two feet long; to these bolt or spike 
the planks, lapping them two inches, 
as shown In the engraving. 

Slant off the front ends of the two 
pieces of scantling, and nail a piece of 
board six inches wide ym these ends to 
prevent dirt from shoving on top of tho 
crusher when working. Bore a hole 
In the front end of each scantling and 
put a clevis in each, attach with a chain 
to doubletree. Go to your blacksmith, 
and have him take some three-eighth 
inch square bar steel, and cut this into 
six-inch lengths, and sharpen these 
like barrow teeth. It will need about 
four dozen. Now with a three-eighth- 
inch bit bore holes four inches apart in 
the front and second planks just in 
front of where the second plank laps on. 
This will require twenty-four holes in

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A HOME-MADE CLOD CRUSHER 

each plank, and will take as many 
teotb, which should be driven in so as 
to project four inches below the bottom 
of the plank. Make the holes In the 
second plank so that they will break 
joints with the other row, that is, so 
they will not track after the others. 
These will cut and comb the ground in 
a remarkable manner, and tho small 
lumps that pass between will be ground 
to powder by the sharp edges of the 
planks that follow. Tho driver stands 
on tbe crusher while working, or a seat 
may he firmly attached to it. Should 
there be much rubbish, this will bother 
very often, but this can be obviated 
somewhat by driving a staple near tho 
back edge of the rear plank; into this 
tie one end of a small rope two or three, 
feet long, aud the other end into a ring 
to be held in the right hand. To dump 
rubbish, step with the left foot upon 
the slanting board at the front and at 
the same time lift up with the rope, 
which is all easily and quickly done, 
and the obstruction will be drawn from 
the tooth as the crasher moves forward. 
In using the tool after the corn planter, 
tbe teeth should be driven back so as 
not to run so deep as to disturb the 
seed. — American Agriculturist. 

COVER FOR MILK-PANS. 

How to Make m Serviceable Ooe from a 
Sq u * re Piece of Cloth. 

A writer in Farm and Fireside de- 
scribes how to make a cloth cover for 
milk-pans. 

Take a square piece of cloth about 
three inches wider than tbe top of the 
pan; tie a knot in three corners of tho 
cloth, bold the fourth corner, without a 
knot, in the right hand, and with the 
left hand put the oover on the pan; 
twist the fourth corner from you until 
the slack is taken out and the cloth fits 
tight around the pan. Now form a let- 
ter 1 of the twist corner, and with the

The wealth of France is $45,500,000,000, 
that of the United Kingdon $48,000,000,- 
000 and that of the States $68,000,000,000. 

The counterfeit two dollar bills which 
were circulated so freely in Louisville 
some time since are working their w ay to 
the interior of the State. The Lexington 
Transcript says : “Considerable counter- 
feit money is in circulation in Lexington 
in the shape of two dollai bills. A nnm 
ber of merchants were caught and learn- 
ed the bills were spurious ujon present- 
ing them at the banks. The bad bills 
are easily detected by noticing the red 
stamp which is placed in the lower right 
hand corner instead of in the center.” 

Wednesday night there arrived at the 
Portman House by the K. C. ’bus a close- 
ly vieled lady, who said she wanted to 
go to her room and have her meals sent 
to her.

Then he made 
the warning noise that attracted the at- 
tention of the mourners. He has had 
mortal dread of death since, and begged 
that his body be held till death was al>- 
solutelv proven. 

The Jessamine Hunting Club, of Nich- 
olasville, has returned from their hunt. 
They had !>een on their annual hunt and 
were camped near the foot of Clingman’s 
Dome, in the center of the great Smoky 
Mountains. They had been out only ten

What is the cause of this sur- 
prising showing in favor of Georgetown 
and vicinity? Is it due to the healthful 
locality or to some other reason ? The re- 
cord is certainly remarkable, in view of 
the large number of people who die 
every vear of this dread disease. Dr. 
Koch, who claims to have discovered a 
cure for the disease, says that nearly one- 
seventh of the human race fall victims 
every year to consumption or tuberculo- 
sis in some of its numerous forms. — 
Georgetown Timet.
